gehenna of fire, 
torture,

and that all mankind were doomed 
on account of father Adam’s trans­ 
gression, but

which the small number who walk in 
His footsteps in the “narrow way” 
may escape this awful eternity/ 
Others say, not so; God is love, and 
these unquenchable fires and immor­ 
tal worms are matters of necessity 
which His love cannot overcome, be­ 
cause, by some slip of unwisdom in 
the beginning, or by some lack of 
power since, the Almighty is unable 
to do better than to save the mere 
handful and to allow the great mass 
of mankind to suffer endless torture 
in the fire that never shall be quench­ 
ed, and where the worms never die. 
The Great Teacher Misunderstood. 
These words from the lips of our 
Master, the 
Great 
Teacher, 
have 
been grievously misunderstood. 
The 
teaching of our Protestant childhood 
was to the effect that only the saint­ 
ly elect would go to heaven and that 
others would not only lose heaven, 
but gain an eternal life in torment. 
Thus our text was understood to por­ 
tray 
what 
practically 
the 
whole 
world of mankind would be compelled 
to endure. 
This hell was pictured to our child­ 
hood minds from outside the Bible 
as heated to a white heat. If we ex­ 
pressed wonder or surprise that any 
creature could endure 
such 
condi­ 
tions so long' the answer was that 
God would exercise his omnipotent 
power to make us fire-proof and pain- 
sensitive. 
Some theologians of the Thomas & 
Kempis school of thought went so 
far as to picture the poor creatures 
in their sufferings and to show that 
the heat would form a kind of an 
asbestos covering which wothd shield 
them from a measure of its intensity. 
But those deluded theologians pro­ 
ceeded to explain that these outer 
coverings would crack and shell off 
every little while, leaving the poor 
victim freshly tender that his suffer­ 
ing might be the more intense. 
Of course, these theologians of the 
past had their difficulty in dealing 
with the worms. They could imagine 
devils who would oversee the torture 
as being made immune to pain by 
the chief torturer, the Almighty God. 
But just how to imagine the worms 
getting along in so great a heat and 
how they would in any wise increase 
the torture of the poor sufferers was 
to many a perplexity. 
But patient 
thoughtfulness along these cruel and 
devilish lines enabled some to formu­ 
late the ihedry that the worms would 
be fiery ones, living in fire, delighting 
in fire—worms 
that 
would 
bore 
through the incrustations 
and 
add 
still further to the horrible sufferings 
of the world of mankind. 
Was This What Jesus Meant? 
Did the . Great Teacher intend that 
such conclusions should 
be 
drawn 
from His language? And did He stop 
short of the description from reasons 
of sympathy or modesty or shame? 
Is this the general teaching of God’s 
Word or has a great and terrible mis­ 
take been made? And have we mis­ 
taken a figure of speech and treated 
it as literal? We erred. We misun­ 
derstood. 
The Great Teacher who rebuked 
His disciples, Jarees and John, when 
they desired to call 
fire from the 
heaven upon the city of Samaria, be­ 
cause the people thereof refused to 
sell them food for th^ Master—the 
sympethetic One who retid to them,

As we have heretofore seen» the

hell, 
from Genesis to Malachi, is sheol, 
which is indiscriminately translated

seen He explains it to mean the Sec­ 
ond Death. 
The worms of that valley were no 
more immortal than any other worms 
or maggots and the fires enkindled 
there are not burning now. This ex­ 
pression, “Where the worm dieth not 
and the fife is not quenched,” merely 
signifies that the destruction of the 
class represented would be complete, 
th at nothing would interfere to save 
them from destruction.

The Greek word gehenna is the syn­ 
onym for the Hebrew word Ge-hin- 
nom, which means “The

Hinnom.” 
This valley is repeatedly 
mentioned in (he Bible. It was owned 
by a family named Hinnom. 
The 
first reference to it isMn Joshua xv, 
8. 
Looking at any Bible map of the 
city of Jerusalem, the valley will be 
seen to the southwest of the city wall. 
At a time when the Israelites became 
sadly involved in idolatry; this valley 
was used as a sacred place. An im­ 
age of the heathen God, Moloch, made 
of brass, and hollow, was erected. It 
was so constructed that the chair, 
.which was a part of the image, con­ 
stituted a furnace 
fired 
from 
the 
rear, and the head of the image was 
the top of a^flue. 
The image held out its árme as 
though 
to 
receive 
something and, 
heated ro t hct by the fire, was a re­ 
ceptacle in which deluded Israelites 
placed their calldren 
as 
sacrifices, 


one of the most 
deadly influences 
known in the world. It is not only 
deadly to humanity and the larger

An Old Testament Reference. 
This same lesson 
of the destruc­ 
tion of 
willful 
transgressors,

of the Valley of Hinnom (Gehenna), 
is furnished by the Prophet Isaiah 
(lxvi, 22-24). 
A familiar sight in 
Isaiah’s day ;was the literal Valley 
cf Hinnom, used as a figure by the 
Holy Spirit speaking 
through him, 
pointing to the ante-type and tell­ 
ing of the new heavens and the new 
earth—the religious and secular or­ 
ganizations of mankind that will be 
accomplished 
by 
Messiah’s 
reign, 
and that then evil .doers 
shall not 
escape, but shall be completely, ut­ 
terly destroyed. 
“They shall 
go 
forth and look upon 
the carcasses 
of the inen who have transgressed 
against Me, for their worm shall not

Sherman Baird, a ' former 
postal 
clerk on the M., K. ft T., who for 
several years resided with his wife 
and son, Gorman, on Fifth street, be­ 
tween Missouri and Vermont avenues, 
in this city, is written of as follows 
in the Kansas City Journal of Tues­ 
day morning, July 18: 
Sherman Baird, formerly a United 
States railway postal clerk, who sud­ 
denly disappeared from his home in 
Kansas City, July 24, 190$, was ar­ 
rested yesterday in 
Duluth, 
Mion., 
according to a telegram received by 
Joe P. Johnston, poatoffice inspector 
in Kansas City. 
His arrest was caused by Inspector 
R. S. Brauer, of the MiMsouri division 
of the postotfice service. 
Baird 
is 
charged with the theft of a register­ 
ed letter which was mailed at Den­ 
ison, Tex., September 25, 1908. 
The 
letter contained $1,000 and had been 
addressed by the National bank of 
Denison to 
the 
People’s 
National 
bank of Wap&nicka, Ok. It was lost 
and never recovered. 
According to secret service men, 
Baird since his disappearance from 
this city has been known as William 
Davis. Ho is 46 years old and when 
he left here had a wife and family. 
In Duluth he worked for a time as 
a motorman in the employ 
of 
the 
street car company there. 
Baird was one of the most trusted 
clerks in the railway postal service. 
He ran between Kansas City and Den­ 
ison for many -years; 
At -the time 
the letter was lost Baird was the 
only clerk in the car whidh received 
the Denison mail, He Violated one of 
the rules in the ^livery of the reg­ 
istered mail entrusted to him, it is 
said, and was called before Inspector 
Brauer to explain his action. It was 
then discovered that the letter sent 
by the Denison bank was missing. 
While Baird is said to have admit­ 
ted that he did not act seconding to 
the rules in the case of this letter 
he begged to be allowed to repay the 
bank for the loss incurred. A short 
time after such 
arrangements 
was 
agreed to, however, Baird left Kansas 
City and until recently 
his 
where­ 
abouts was not known. 
His father, William Baird, who is 
a resident 
of 
Kansas, 
voluntarily 
paid the amount of the shortage, but 
the federal authorities 
have 
been 
searching for Baird 
as 
a 
fugitive 
from justice. He will be taken to 
Oklahoma for trial.

home of the Confederate capital, and 
visitors from many states.
